Bible Characters Who Fell Into 
Sin: Judas 


Many prominent men of the Bi- 
ble fell into grievous sin. Were 
these men saved? If so, did they 
become lost? Judas Iscariot is 
most often mentioned in this con- 
nection. He betrayed the Saviour, 
and according to Acts 1:25 I be- 
lieve that Judas went to Hell as 
a lost soul. Acts 1:25 says: 

“That he may take part of 
this ministry and apostleship, 
from which Judas by trans- 
gression fell, that he might go 
to his own place.” 

In John 6:64-71 the Saviour 
plainly tells us that Judas never 
believed and was never saved. He 
knew from the beginning that 
Judas would betray Him and He 
knew that Judas was a devil. Read 
some of these verses and see what 
Jesus said about Judas Iscariot: 

“But there are some of you 
that believe not. For Jesus 
knew from the beginning who 
they were that believed not, 
and who should betray him” 
(vs. 64). 

“Then said Jesus unto the 


twelve, Will ye also go away? 
‘68. Then Simon Peter an- 
swered him, Lord, to whom 
shall we go? thou hast the 
words of eternal life. 69. And 
we believe and are sure that 
thou are that Christ, the Son 
of the living God. 70. Jesus 
answered them, have not I 
chosen you twelve, and one of 
you is a devil? 71. He spake 
of Judas Iscariot the son of 
Simon; for he it was that 
should betray him, being one 
of the twelve” (vss. 67-71). 


Judas was never saved, and so 
never lost his salvation. He never 
did believe in Christ, but was a 
devil, so when he died he went to 
his own place. Certainly Judas is 
not an example of a Christian los- 
ing salvation. 


Lot: A Backslidden Christian 


Lot was guilty of terrible sins. 
He ran in bad company, he let his 
town go to Hell without winning 
a soul, he Grank, and so was in- 
directly responsible for the ruin of 
his own daughters. If any man 
could lose his salvation, it seems 
that Lot would have lost his. But 
we must not guess about this mat- 
ter. Let us turn to Second Peter

Howdy, neighbor! 

It is my joy in life to find at 
every turning of the road a strong 
arm of the comrade to guide and 
to help me onward with my load. 
I have no gold to give; love alone 
must make amends, so daily I pray 
that God will help me to be true to 
my friends. 


I have greatly appreciated Moody 
through the years. I have another 
speaking engagement in town to- 
night. I arrived about noon and 
contacted some of our friends here 
and I was informed that I was to 
conduct the devotions this evening. 
I am very happy to do it. 


Beloved, I am mighty glad I am 
a Christian. If there were no 
hereafter, no Heaven, no Hell, no 
judgment, no eternity, and no God, 
I would still want to be the kind 
of man a Christian is supposed to 
be. Every once in a while some- 
body says to me, “I would like to 
be a Christian, but I would have to 
quit this and stop doing that, and 
give up something else.” Beloved, 
anything you can’t do as a Chris- 
tian, you had better not do if you 
are not a Christian. 

I never saw my father in a re- 
ligious service. Mother and Dad- 
dy separated two months before I 
was born. My father returned when 
I was nine, and he took me into 
the saw mill camps, and as we 
common folk say, I was jerked up 
by the hair of the head. In 1918, 
eighteen years old, I gave my heart 
to the Lord in a country school 
house in east Texas. I know God 
saved me because I was there when 
it happened. Thank God I have a 
“know-so”’ salvation. Brother, any- 
thing you can get without knowing, 
you can lose without missing, and 
it wouldn’t be worth having. On 
my way home from church one 
night when I was nineteen, I prom- 
ised the Lord if He would be with 
me, Il was going to go with Him 
and serve Him the best I knew how 
anywhere, any time, any place. I 


for twenty-one years. I wouldn't 
trade any one of the twenty-one 
years for all the nineteen that I 
wasn’t a Christian. I am glad I 
am a Christian. 

I want to talk to you a little 
while tonight on consecration. The 
crying need of this hour is not 
larger church buildings. It is not 
larger church budgets. It is not 
better singing. It is not better 
organization. The crying need in 
Christian circles today is a deeper 
consecration. And if you have 
your Bible and would like to read 
with me, I invite your attention to 
the first chapter of the prophecy 
of Daniel. 

“In the third year of the reign 
of Jehoiakim king of Judah 
came Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon unto Jerusalem, and 
besieged it. 

“2, And the Lord gave Je- 
hoiakim king of Judah into his 
hand, with part of the vessels 
of the house of God: which 
he carried into the land of 
Shinar to the house of his god; 
ard he brought the vessels into 
the treasure house of his god. 

“3. And the king spake unto 
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have been trying to serve Him’ 


Ashpenaz the master of his 
eunuchs, that he should bring 
certain of the childen of Israel, 
and of the king’s seed, and of 
the princes; 


“4, Children in whom was no 
blemish, but well favoured, and 
skillful in all wisdom, and cun- 
ning in knowledge, and under- 
standing science, and such as 
had ability in them to stand in 
the king’s palace, and whom 
they might teach the learning 
and the tongue of the Chal- 
deans. 


“5. And the king appointed 
them a daily provision of the 
king’s meat, and of the wine 
which he drank; so nourishing 
them three years, that at the 
end thereof they might stand 
before the king. 


“6. Now among these were 
of the children of Judah, Dan- 
iel, Hananiah, Mishael, and 
Azariah: 

“T. Unto whom the prince of 
the eunuchs gave names: for 
he gave unto Daniel the name 
of Belteshazzar; and to Han- 
aniah, of Shadrach; and to 
Mishael, of Meshach; and to 
Azariah, of Abednego. 

“8. But Daniel purposed in 
his heart that he would not de- 
file himself with the portion of 
the king’s meat, nor with the 
wine which he drank: there- 
fore he requested of the prince 
of the eunuchs that he might 
not defile himself. 

“9. Now God had brought 
Daniel into favour and tender 
love with the prince of the 
eunuchs. 

“10. And the prince of the 
eunuchs said unto Daniel, I 
fear my lord the king, who 
hath appointed your meat and 
your drink: for why should he 
see your faces worse liking 
than the children which are of 
your sort? then shall ye make 
me endanger my head to the 
king. 

“1l. Then said Daniel to 
Melzar, whom the prince of 
the eunuchs had set over Dan- 
iel, Hananiah, Mishael, and 
Azariah. 

“12, Prove thy servants, I 
beseech thee, ten days; and let 
them give us pulse to eat, and 
water to drink. 

“13. Then let our counte- 
nances be looked upon before 
thee, and the countenance of 
the children that eat of the 
portion of the king’s meat: 
and as thou seest, deal with 
thy servants. 

“14. So he consented to them 
in this matter, and proved 
them ten days. 

“15. And at the end of ten 
days their countenances ap- 
peared fairer and fatter in 
flesh than all the children 
which did eat the portion of 
the king’s meat. 

“16. Thus Melzar took away 
the portion of their meat, and 
the wine, that they should 
drink; and gave them pulse. 

“17. As for these four chil- 
dren, God gave them knowl- 
edge and skill in all learning 
and wisdom: and Daniel had 
understanding in all visions 
and dreams. ; 

“18. Now at the end of the 
days (at the end of three 
years) that the king had said 
he should bring them in, then 
the prince of the eunuchs 
brought them in before Nebu- 
chadnezzar, 

“19. And the king communed 
with them; and among 
all was found none like Daniel, 


them . 


The Secret of Consecration 


Hananiah, Mishael, and AZa- 
riah: therefore stood they be- 
fore the king. 

“20. And in all matters of 
wisdom and understanding, 
that the king enquired of 
them, he found them ten times 
better than all the magicians 
and astrologers that were in 
all his realm.” 

Four little simple thoughts on 
the needs of consecration that I _ 
give you. 

First, the origin of consecration. 

Second, the fortification of con- 
secration. 

Third, the test of consecration. 

Fourth, the profit of consecra- 
tion. 


The Origin of Consecration 


“Daniel purposed in his heart 
that he would not defile himself.” 
Consecration begins inside of you, 
not outside of you. Consecration 
has its origin in the heart. Others 
may help us, others may hinder us, 
but others can neither make us nor 
break us. The battle is within our 
own bosom, | 


Frequently people say to me, “I 
would give anything in the world if 
I were as good a Christian as Mrs. 
So and So,” or “I would give any- 
thing if I were as good a as se 
as Mr. So and So.” Well, it is 
your fault if you are not.” Others” 
may be wiser, may be more 
wealthy or more talented, but, 
thank God, there is no man or 
woman living that can be any bet- 
ter for God than Sam Morris if I 
would start at the right place, and 
that starts in my own bosom. 
Daniel purposed in his heart that 
he would not defile himself. You do 
not reach consecration by accident. 
It must start with you. 


Did you ever stop to think about 
the difference in some Bible char- 
acters? 

Cain and Abel for example: both 
of the same family, same heredity 
in the veins, same environment 
around them, and the same oppor-- 
tunity. One went down as the first 
murderer; one went down as the 
first model. What was the differ- 
ence? They had a different pur- 
pose. Cain purposed to please him- 
self; Abel purposed to please God. 

Did you ever stop to think about 
Lot and his Uncle Abraham? The 
last picture we see of Lot is in a 
cave in open disgrace with his own 
daughters — a black, terrible pic- 
ture of a man who lost his influ- 
ence and power. Uncle Abraham: 
the last picture we find of him is 
that he was buried in the cave of 
Machpela, buried in honor by his 
sons, beside his wife. He was a 
man who had been a great influ- 
ence for God through all the years. 
What was the difference? The dif- 
ference was that Lot beheld all the 
plain of Jordan, that it was well 
watered everywhere, and pitched 
his tent toward Sodom while Abra- 
ham was willing to walk with God 
by faith. 

Take Esau and Jacob, for ex- 
ample. What was the difference be- 
tween these two? They were 
brothers; a little bit closer this 


time — they were twins, not énly 


born of the same family but born 
at:the same time, therefore they 
were brought up under the very 
Same surroundings. One is spoken 
of as “whom God loved,” and one 
“whom God hated.” What was the 
difference? Jacob wrestled with 
God until God blessed him, or God 
wrestled with him, and Jacob got 
the blessing. He did not turn loose 
until he got it. Esaii on the other 
hand, was willing to follow his 
stomach.

several years ago. The wind was 
from the south. They were hav- 
ing a sail-boat race. The boats 
started from my left sailing quite 
a distance near the upper end of 
. the race course. Some had moved 
faster and were ahead of the others 
and had turned back to the start- 
ing point before others reached the 
end» I looked out in front of me. 
Some were going east; the others 
were going west. The poet put it 
this way: 


“One ship sails east, another west 
By the self-same wind that 
blows; 
It is the set of the sail, not the 


gale, 
That determines the way it 
goes,”

The Fortification of Consecration 


The second thing I call your at- 
tention to is to fortify your con- 
secration. ‘“Therefore he requested 
of the prince of the eunuchs that 
he might not defile himself.” He 
made his consecration purpose 
known. It is not just an accident 
in the Bible that God has requested 
us to openly confess Him before 
men. He wants us to confess Him 
before men that our testimony for 
Him may turn others to Him, but 
while it is turning others to Him, 
it is also building up in our own 
life a determination to live for God. 
You can’t therefore be consecrated 
by accident, and you can’t live con- 
secrated in secret. It is not acci- 
dental and not secret in the Bible. 
We read in the Bible of two secret 
disciples of the Lord. We have too 
many of them. There was Joseph 
of Arimathaea and Nicodemus? Can 
you tell me what they were known 
for primarily in the Bible? Well, 
Nicodemus was known for Jesus’ 
sermon to Him on “Ye must be 
born again.” They were both pall- 
bearers for the Lord. They buried 
Jesus. That is about all a secret 


'_disciple is fit for — to be a pall- 


bearer. God doesn’t want us for 
paltbearers; God wants us for win- 
ning purposes. 

“Daniel therefore requested of 
the prince of the eunuchs that he 
might not defile himself.” 


I live down in Del Rio, Texas, a 
way down on the Mexican border. 
Some may have heard my broad- 
cast on the big Mexican radio sta- 
tion. As a matter of egotistical 
curiosity on my part, how many 
have heard me? ‘(Large number 
raised their hands.) You will be 
interested to know I have heard 
from all over the world, from many 
parts of Alaska, Australia, New 
Zealand, South America, British 
West Indies, Cuba, and every state 
in the Union. I am very thankful 
for that broadcast. Over 2,000 peo- 
ple have written me that they have 
quit drink after listening to. my 
talks on the radio, most of them 
turning to the Lord, some just re- 
forming. I thank God for that. 
There is a man down there who is 
very popular, a man who has quite 
a financial standing. He was called 
out to visit with friends of various 
classes of society. He doesn’t drink. 
He was called out to these friends’ 
home. This actually happened. He 
was wearing boots. These friends 
served whiskey, just a little in the 
glass. He watched and waited until 
no one was looking and then he 
poured the whiskey in his boot tops 
to keep from drinking it. He didn’t 
want to offend them. That is not 
the way God wants you and me to 
do. When such occasions arise, you 
and I ought to.speak out before the 
world. You will never win your 
battle by being secretive. 

So when this issue came up, all 
the rest of the fellows down in 
Judah were eating pignuckles, hog-

head souse, and enjoying it the 
best you ever saw, and drinking 
wine. No doubt Satan came to 
Daniel and said, “Now you are a 
captive in Babylon. Nobody knows 
you. Everybody else is doing it.” 
But down in Daniel’s heart there 
was a difference. Down in his 
heart God’s Spirit spoke to 

and Daniel purposed and then sai 

to the prince of the eunuchs, “I 
can’t do it.” Brother, do you have 
courage when everybody else is do- 
ing the thing around you, to let it 
be known where you stand? If 
you do, then let that conviction be 
known and let it be known right 
there, like Daniel did. If you do, 
you will fortify your consecration 
for Christ. 

M. H. Wolfe, one of the greatest 
Baptist laymen in the Southern 
Baptist Convention, a millionaire, a 
member of Dr. George W. Truett’s 
church in Dallas, Texas, and chair- 
man of the board of deacons. In 
1919 cotton was bringing 40c a 
pound. He went to France follow- 
ing the World War on big mission 
for the cotton interest of the South 
which involved millions of dollars. 
M. H. Wolfe is the best conse- 
crated layman I have ever met. I 
heard him tell this to us when we 
were students in Hardin-Simmogzs 
College in Abilene, Texas. He went 
to France, representing the cotton 
industry in the South, and the big 
men over there in France gave a 
banquet for him in his honor. 
When he came to the end of the 

anquet table, by several plates 
were different kinds of glasses, 
with a different color of wine in 
each glass. Back yonder when he 
was about eighteen years old at the 
front gate of his home when he was 
ready to leave to go to Dallas, Tex- 
as, to begin his business, his moth- 
er asked of him one promise, “Son, 
I only ask one thing of you. Prom- 
ise me strong drink will never pass 
your lips.”” He made that promise 
and had lived by that promise. 
Here he was in France. Here were 
friends which he wanted to make 
an impression on. In France they 
thought nothing about drinking 
wine. It was as common a drink 
over there as milk is here. A wrong 
step might accidentally displease 
them and then they would not be 
willing to go through with the deal 
which involved millions. If he 
drank the wine, he would violate 
the promise which he made to his 
mother, and the conviction in his 
soul. He stood there hesitating. 
The rest were sipping the wine and 
thought nothing of it. The interpre- 
ter turned to him and said, ‘Mr. 
Wolf, why are you not taking your 
wine.” Then he had to face the 
question, so he turned to him and 
said, “I promised mother as a 
young man never to drink any kind 
of alcoholic beverages. I have kept 
that promise through all the years, 
and I cannot break it now.” There 
was a jabbering around the table 
in French after which the interpre- 
ter turned to him. “You are our 
guest of honor and you may do as 
you please about it.” And he said, 
“I am glad at the old front gate I 
promised mother I would never do 
it.” 

My friend, if you purpose in your 
heart for God the best thing you 
can do is to get up and tell that 
promise and make it known. It 
will fortify you in the hour you are 
tempted to break it. 


The Test of Consecration 


The prince of the eunuchs said, 
“Look here, you are going to get 
me in trouble. You will endanger 
my head. I have my orders from 
the king.” Then Daniel said, “All 
right, try us ten days.” Daniel was 
not afraid to be tested on consecra- 
tion. He believed if he stood by the 
Lord, the Lord would stand by him. 
He believed if he did what God 
wanted him to do, God would be 
an ally in time of need. 

In Princeton, Indiana, three years 
ago I was conducting a _ revival 
meeting in the First Baptist 
Church. A man came up to me and 
said, ‘Brother Morris, I smoke, and 
I don’t think a Christian ought to. 
I have tried to quit smoking, but 
I have smoked all my life and I 
can’t keep from smoking. I have 
that old craving and I want you 


| to pray for me that God will take 


the taste away from me, so I can 
quit cigarettes.” Do you know 
what I said to him? “Pshaw, who 
wouldn’t? If God took the taste 
away, who wouldn’t quit?” I said, 
“Would a wooden-legged man ever 
want to go to a dance? Would a 
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blind man want to Iook at a pic- 
ture show? Would a deaf man go 
hear a band concert?” Brother, 
you and I are to feel in our heart 
what God wants us to do, then we 
are to walk out and do it. 


People sometimes say to me, 
“You are right. I would like to do 
that, but I can’t afford to do it.” 
Brother, you can’t afford not to do 
it if God wants you to. Listen, do 
right because it is right to do right, 
not because it is proper, not be- 
cause it pays. 

Brother, we are to stand for God 
because it is right to stand for God. 
If we go down standing for Him, 
then we go down standing for Him 
but stand for God, be willing to 
face whatever the future may 
bring. 


The Profit of Consecration 
God may not make you the 
greatest preacher in America or 


the most popular boy in Moody if 
you consecrate your life to Him. 
He may not make you the most 
prominent, but God will honor you 
for serving Him. “In all matters 
of wisdom and understanding, that 
the king enquired of them, he foufié 
them ten times better than all the 
magicians and astrologers that 
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not pay you in dollars and cents. 
He may not pay you in a long life, 
in popularity, power, prestige, but 
God will reward you by giving you 
an understanding into His will. 
Young people sometimes say, “If 
God will show me the way, I will 
walk in it.” Who wouldn’t? We 
are to say, “Lord, we will walk in 
it. Show it to us.¥ We ought to 
make up our minds first and let 
God show it to us afterwards. 


Look at the twelfth chapter of 
Romans, verse 1: 


“I beseech you _ therefore, 
brethren, by the mercies of 
God, that ye present your 
bodies a living sacrifice.” 


Not a dead sacrifice. They killed 
bulls, sheep, and goats and turtle- 
doves in the Old Testament, but 
here He is talking about a living 
sacrifice, not a dead _ sacrifice. 
Many a soldier went to Europe and 
would have died for his country in 
the World War, and have come 
back and lived very unbecoming. 
They were willing to die for it, but 
not willing to live for it. A lot of 
you would die for your Saviour. 
Are you willing to live day by day 
for Him? God isn’t asking us to 
die for Him but to live for Him 
now. 


brethren, by the mercies of 
God, that ye present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, 
acceptable unto God, which is 
your reasonable service. 

“And be not conformed to 
this world: but be ye trans- 
formed by the renewing of 
your mind.” 


People say, “I don’t want to be 
different” -——- well, that’s exactly 
what God expects of a Christian — 
to be different, not conformed to 
this world. 


Why? He can use you better as 
a living sacrifice, “that ye may 
prove what is that good, and ac- 
ceptable, and perfect will of God.” 


When the hand wrote upon the 
wall, who interpreted it? The man 
who purposed that he would not 
defile himself, 


When the king had a vision and 
he could not call it, who recalled it 
and interpreted it? The man who 
purposed in his heart that he would 
not defile himself. 


My good friends, I am awfully 
glad to be with you tonight. Put 
your heart one hundred per cent in 
the care of Jesus and live for Him. 
You may have some hard times, 
you may go hungry, you may be 
cursed and abused, but all through

Some through great trials, but 
God gives a song, 


In the night season, and all 
the day long.”’

THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
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Can A Saved Person 
Ever Be Lost? 
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2:7, 8, and find what God’s Word 
says about Lot: 

“And delivered just Lot, 
vexed with the filthy conversa- 
tion of the wicked. 8. (For 
that righteous man dwelling 
among them, im seeing and 
hearing, vexed his righteous 
soul from day to day with their 
unlawful deeds).” 

Lot, even in the midst of Sodom, 
is called “just Lot,” is called “that 
righteous man,” and it is said that 
he had a “righteous soul’! Lot’s 
righteousness was the same as the 
righteousness of present Christians, 
the imputed righteousness of 
Christ. He was justified by faith, 
without the deeds of the law (Rom. 
3:28), not of his works but of 
God’s grace. Lot certainly sinned, 
but certainly was not lost, when 
God said these things about him. 
We know that Lot lost his family, 
lost his money, lost his joy because 
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of his sins, but he did not lose his 
soul, for God said he was a just 
man with a righteous soul. 


David's Sins 


David committed sins of murder 
and adultery. We must condemn 
his sins. They were bad. But 
David’s sins were under the blood 
of Christ, and in the Fifty-First 
Psalm, the prayer of David shows 
that he had not lost his salvation, 
but lost the joy of his salvation. 
Psalms 51:11, 12 says: 

“Cast me not away from thy 
presence; and take not thy 
holy spirit from me. 12. Re- 
store unto me the joy of thy 
salvation; and uphold me with 
thy free spirit.” 

David does not ask for the resto- 
ration of salvation, but he does 
ask that God will restore the joy 
of salvation. He prays that God 
will not break the fellowship, will 
not cast him away from God’s pres- 
ence, will not take away the com- 
munion of the Holy Spirit. A back- 
slider like David ought to pray for 
the joy of salvation to be restored, 
but he should not believe that God 
has cast away His child. David 
sinned, but he did not become a lost 
sinner again. So David praised 
God, under divine inspiration, say- 
ing: 

“Blessed is he whose trans- 
gression is forgiven, whose sin 
is covered. 2. Blessed is the 
man unto whom the Lord im- 
puteth not iniquity” (Psa. 32: 
1, 2). 

That scripture shows why David 
did not lose his salvation and why 
a saved man cannot be lost. 


"Implied" Doctrines 


Perhaps, my troubled friends, 
there are other scriptures which 
come to your mind. I have given 
those upon which the doctrine of 
losing salvation is generally based. 
But you say some other scriptures 
“seem to imply” that a saved per- 
son can be lost. That is one of the 
sad things that has filled the world 
with false doctrine today: people 
teach some doctrine which the Bi- 
ble does not anywhere plainly teach 
but which they think is “implied” 
somewhere. A question so import- 
ant as this ought to be settled by 
the Word of God and I promise you 
if you will prayerfully take the 
scriptures which I give you, word 
for word, this matter will be set- 
tled forever in your own heart, that 
a saved person can never be lost. 


A Positive Bible Teaching That a 
Saved Person Cannot Be Lost 


I have shown that there is no 
teaching in the Bible that a saved 
person .may become lost. Now let 
us turn to some of the many pas- 
sages wherein the Bible very clear- 
ly and unmistakably teaches the 
eternal security and safety of the 
man who has trusted in Christ. 
Every teaching about salvation is 
a teaching of everlasting salvation. 


A Christian Has Been Born Again 


Salvation is likened to a birth in 
John 1:13 and John 3:3; 5-7. Saved 
people are now the children of 
God (I John 3:2). A child cannot 
become unborn, and the relation- 
Ship of father and child cannot be 
ended. Notice too that the Bible 
mentions many times the second 
birth but never a third birth. To 
be born again once is enough. 
When I have become God’s child, 
that is as settled as when I was 
born my father’s child. 

Again I beg you to take the Bi- 
ble at face value. When Jesus 
teaches that a Christian is born 
again, has become a child of God, 
has a right to call God “our Fa- 
ther,” He means exactly that. 
There is a real change when a sin- 
ner is converted. He becomes a 
child of God and is born into the 
family of God as definitely as my 
children are born in my family. 
Second Peter 1:4 says: 

“Whereby are given unto us 
exceeding great and precious 
promises; that by these ye 
might be PARTAKERS OF 
THE DIVINE NATURE, hav- 
ing escaped the corruption that 
is in the world through lust.’ 
A Christian is literally a child 

of God and has become a partaker 
of the divine nature. Whatever that 
man does, God has become his Fa- 
ther and he has become a child of 
God. My children stay in my fam- 
ily not by virtue of their good- 
ness, but by virtue of their birth. 
We are God’s children on the same 
basis, born into His family. That 
is the meaning of Romans 8:14- 
17 which says: 

“For as many as are led by 
the Spirit of God, they are the 


sons of God. 15. For ye have 

not received the spirit of bond- 

age again to fear; but ye have 
received the Spirit of adoption, 
whereby we cry, Abba, Father. 

16: The Spirit itself beareth 

witness with our spirit, that we 

are the children of God; 17. 

And if children, then heirs; 

heirs of God, and joint-heirs 

with Christ; if so be that we 
suffer with him, that we may 
be also glorified together.” 

If the mother’s love fails for her 
baby, God’s love is greater. Even 
though a child on account of sin 
may lose fellowship with his earth- 
ly father, yet the child partakes of 
the nature of the father. They may 
have the same eyes or hair or ways. 
So, though a Christian may lose 
sweet fellowship with the Father 
by his sins, yet he is still God’s 
child, partaker of the divine nature. 
God punishes His children when 
they sin, but they are His children 
still. 

The Bible could not honestly use 
this picture of a birth, and a re- 
lation of father and child concern- 
ing God and His people, if it were 
not so that when one is saved he 
enters into’ a permanent relation 
with God which does not change. 
One’s fellowship changes, but his 
relation does not. 


Everlasting Life 
More than forty-five times the 
ters “eternal life’ and “everlast- 
ing life’’ are used in the Bible. 
Besides, many other times such 


terms as “eternal redemption,” 
“eternal glory,” “eternal salva- 
tion,” “eternal inheritance,” etc., 


are used. These terms are used 
more often in the gospel of John 
than elsewhere, but everywhere 
they are used, the promise of ev- 
erlasting life is given to those who 
believe. John 3:16 is a glorious ex- 
ample of this. One hundred and 
one times in the gospel of John 
the words “believe,” “believing,’’ or 
“believed” are used and most of 
the time referring to the plan of 
salvation. And many times with 
instance piled upon instance it is 
stated that a man has everlasting 
life when he believes. 


The Believer Has Everlasting Life 
Already 


God promises everlasting life to 
the believer, and that everlasting 
life is a PRESENT POSSESSION 
of the believer. John 3:36 says: 
“He that believeth on the Son 
HATH EVERLASTING LIFE.” 
Put that in modern English and it 
simply says, “He that believes (or 
trusts) on the Son‘HAS EVER- 
LASTING LIFE.” That is literally 
what the Bible says. I have trusted 
Him, so lI HAVE IT, THANK GOD, 
I HAVE EVERLASTING LIFE! 
The scripture does not say that the 
believer WILL HAVE everlasting 
life, but says that the believer HAS 
IT NOW! 

The same thing is repeated again 
and again in the Bible. John 6: 
47 says, “Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, he that believeth on me HATH 
EVERLASTING LIFE.” There 
again, God says the believer HAS 
EVERLASTING LIFE. John 5:24 
says, “Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, He that heareth my word, and 
believeth on him that sent me, 
HATH EVERLASTING LIFE, and 
shall not come into condemnation; 
but is passed from death unto life.”’ 
Brother, take God’s Word for it 
and be happy. If you have trusted 
in Christ, you now have life, ever- 
lasting life, life that will last for- 
ever, and you will not lose it! 
Praise the Lord! 

When I believed in Jesus I had 
the life and I had the everlasting 
also. Suppose that ten years after 
I got everlasting life I should sin 
and lose it. Then that would not 
be everlasting because it only last- 
ed ten years. But God has guaran- 
teed everlasting life to the one who 
trusts Christ. You notice that in 
each case the word “believeth” is 
used in the present tense, but the 
everlasting life runs on into eter- 
nity. Anybody who has everlasting 
life. can never lose it. Doubting 
soul, look not at your own unwor- 
thiness, but look to the eternal 
promises of God that when you be- 
lieved in Christ you got everlasting 
life. There is no other honest way 
to interpret these promises of God 
than to take them at their face 
value and thank God. 

But the Lord piles promise on 
top of promise. In John 6:37 He 
promises that a saved person will 
never be cast out: 

“All that the Father giveth 
me shall come to me; and 

HIM THAT COMETH TO ME 


I WILL IN NO WISE CAST 

OUT.” 

Thank God for that “in no wise.” 
Jesus says He will not cast out a 
saved person under any condition 
in the world. Your sins, even since 
you were saved may have been 
mighty black, and in fact it is 
quite sure that they have been! But 
He will not cast you out. He said 
so Himself. 

That great old hymn, “How Firm 
a Foundation,” the hymn my 
mother wanted sung to her a few 
minutes before she went home to 
Heaven, says it so sweetly: 

“The soul that on Jesus hath 

leaned for repose, 

I will not, I will not desert to 

its foes; 

That soul, though all Hell 

should endeavor to shake, 

I'll never, no, never, no, never, 

forsake,”’ 

This safety is not earned. We do 
not deserve it. This safety of a 
child of God depends on the good- 
ness of God, His faithftilness to 
keep His promises. Thank God, it 
does not depend on my efforts nor 
on my deserts. I can safely trust 
His promise, who said that He 
would never cast me. out! 


No Condemnation To One Who 
Has Believed 


The saved person will not come 
into condemnation, for John 5:24 
says: 

“Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, He that heareth my word, 
and believeth on him that sent 
me, hath everlasting life, and 
shall not come into condemna- 
tion; but is passed from death 
unto life.” 

A believer shall not come into 
condemnation! That reaches on 
through to the end of eternity 
without any limit. The reason is 
given here: because the sinner is 
passed from death unto life. The 
Revised Version will make it clear- 
er even yet, for as translated there 
this verse says about the believer 
that he “hath everlasting life and 
cometh not to judgment.” The rea- 
son a saved person will not ever be 
condemned is because he will not 
even come before the court to be 
tried! Christ has already been 
tried, counted guilty and borne the 
punishment for all the sins that a 
believer ever has done or ever will 
do, and the sinner has passed.out 
of the death of sin and will not 
come into condemnation nor ever 
come to judgment. “Who is he that 
condemneth? It is Christ that died, 
yea rather, that is risen again, who 
is even at the right hand of God, 
who also maketh intercession for 
us” (Rom. 8:34). 


None Can Take Us Out of the 
Hands of Christ 


Another such blessed promise is 
in John 10:28. Speaking of His 
sheep Jesus said: 

“And I give unto them 
eternal life; and they shall 
never perish, neither shall any 
man pluck them out of my 
hand.” 

Notice a triple promise here con- 
cerning the security of God’s sheep. 
First, Christ gives them eternal 
life. Second, they shall never 
perish, and third, neither shall any 
pluck them out of Christ’s hand. 
Brother, are you one of Christ’s 
sheep? If so, you have eternal life, 
you will never perish and cannot be 
taken from His hand. The last 
promise is all the stronger when 
you notice that the word “man” in 
this verse is in italics which shows 
it was not in the original at all. 
No one, either man or devil, can 
take one of Christ’s sheep out of 
His hands. And the following verse 
adds for extra security that God 
the Father, who gave us to Jesus 
Christ, is greater than any one and 
no one can take us out of the hands 
of the Father. What blessed, bless- 
ed safety is ours, who have trusted 
in Christ Jesus! 


Nothing Can Separate the Believer 
From the Love of God 


Paul was certainly confident 
about the safety of his soul. To 
the young preacher Timothy he 
wrote, “For I know whom I have 
believed, and am persuaded that he 
is able to keep that which I have 
committed unto him against that 
day” (II Tim. 1:12). Paul was 
certainly “persuaded” about this 
matter for he uses the same word 
in Rom. 8:38, 39, under divine in- 
spiration. 

“For I am persuaded, that 
neither death, nor life, nor 
angels, nor principalities, nor 
powers, nor things present, nor 
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things to come, 39. Nor height, 
nor depth, nor any other crea- 
ture, shall be able to separate 
us from the love of God, which 
is in Christ Jesus our Lord,’ 
Nothing in death, nothing in life, 
can separate us from the love of 
God. Angels cannot (remember 
that the devil seems to be a fallen 


angel). Principalities and powers 
cannot (certainly the devil is a 
power). t cannot 


presen 

Separate us from the love of God, 
nor can an that ever will 
come in the future, says Paul here. 
Nothing in the height all the way 
up to Heaven can come between us 
and God, and nothing in the depth 
all the way down to Hell can sep- 
arate us from His love. Then the 
Lord, knowing our doubts, our un- 
belief, and our conscious unworthi- 
ness, after He has named every- 
thing that a poor forgiven sinner 
might be afraid of, yet adds the 
other words, “nor any other crea- 
ture.” Nothing ever created can 
separate us from the love of God 
which is in Christ Jesus our Lord! 
That is the kind of salvation I have, 
the kind every believer has, and the 
kind every lost sinner can have if 
he will trust in Christ! 


Are We Saved By Works or 


By Grace? 
Many Christians think this bless- 
ed teaching is too good to be true 
and some call it a dangerous doc- 


trine to say a saved man cannot be 
lost. But one is never on danger- 
ous ground when he takes the 
promises of God. What then is the 
basis for this great salvation? It 
is all in the merits of Christ. Sal- 
vation is of grace, “Not of works, 
lest any man should boast” (Eph. 
2:9). Paul wrote to Titus that it 
was “Not by works of righteous- 
ness which we have done, but ac- 


cording to his mercy he saved us” 
(Titus 3:5). No man ever got 
saved by doing good, for “There- 
fore by the deeds of the law there 
shall no flesh be justified in his 
sight” (Rom. 3:20). And “There- 
fore we conclude that a man is 
justified by faith without the deeds 
of the law”’ (Rom. 3:28). Man can- 
not get saved by his works nor 
keep saved by his works. You did 
not deserve salvation when you got 
it and you have never deserved it 
any single day you have ever lived 
since you got it. Salvation is of 
grace, that is, the loving mercy of 
God. If a man’s safety after sal- 
vation depends on his works, then 
he is really saved by his works, 
and must earn his salvation. That 
would take glory from Christ and 
put it on man. The fact is that if 
any person in the world got what 
he deserved, he would go to Hell, 
for all have sinned and do sin, day 
by day. “If we say that we have 
no sin, we deceive ourselves and 
the truth is not in us” (I John 1: 
8). And the wages of sin is death. 
There can be no salvation either 
obtained or kept by man’s good- 
ness, lest in eternity “any man 


should boast.” Salvation is “the 
gift of God.” We are freely 
justified.” No man deserves it or 


ever will, either before he gets it 
or after. 


Sin Is Not Charged Up to the 


Christian 


Read prayerfully that blessed 
fourth chapter of Romans and see 
how Abraham believed God and it 
was reckoned to him for righteous- 
ness. There we are told in verses 
5-8 that the same thing is true of 
every believer: 


“But to him that worketh 


not, but believeth on him that 
justifieth the ungodly, his faith 
is counted for righteousness. 
6. Even as David also describ- 
eth the blessedness of the man, 
unto whom God imputeth 
righteousness without works, 
7. Saying, Blessed are they 
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CHRISTIAN NOVELS

The righteousness of a Christian 


which is charged to my account 
when I trust in Him. My sins like- 


already paid for them. 
When Christ died on the cross He 
died for all the sins that I ever 
have committed or ever will, 
though I had not yet been born. 
That one sacrifice had to be suf- 
ficient to pay for all sin and there 
will never be another sacrifice for 
man’s sins. So when I trusted 
Christ I got forgiveness for all my 
sins and from this time on my sins 
are charged back to Christ and are 
not charged against me at all. That 
is what God means when He says, 
“Blessed are they whose iniquities 
are forgiven and whose sins are 
covered. Blessed is the man to 
whom the Lord will not impute 
sin.” That is the reason that a 
Christian will not come into con- 
demnation, and will not even come 
into judgment as far as his soul’s 
salvation is concerned. The se- 
curity of my soul depends, then, 
not at ali on my goodness, for I 
am not good, but it depends on the 
righteousness of Christ and His 
faithful promises. 


Does It Matter How A Christian 
Lives? 

Perhaps someone will say then 
that it does not matter how a 
Christian lives if there is no dan- 
ger of his losing his soul. How 
foolish and short-sighted such a 
statement is! Would you say to 
my daughter that it does not mat- 
ter how she lives since her position 
as my daughter is secure? It is 
true, she is my daughter; she al- 
ways will be, and I dare say that 
even my poor human father-love 
would not fail her no matter what 
she did. But she could easily lose 
the sweet communion with her fa- 
ther, crush all his pride in her and 
lose all the happiness which she 
now has. So it is with God’s chil- 
dren; sin breaks the communion 
with the father, takes away the joy 
of salvation and loses much of the 
reward a Christian might have. 
First Corinthians 3:12-15 is talking 
about this reward and shows that 
the evil works of a Christian will 
be burned up and only the good 
works remain. But the scripture 
goes on to say, “If any man’s work 
abide which he hath built there- 
upon, he shall receive a reward. If 
any man’s work shall be burned, 
he shall suffer loss: but he him- 
self shall be saved; yet so as by 
fire.” It certainly does matter how 
a Christian lives! 


Sin Does Not Pay 


Besides the matter of fellowship 
and rewards, God punishes His own 
children for their sins. My daugh- 
ters and mine-and therefore I feel 
responsible for them and must 
chasten them for their good. So 
God whips His children, because of 
His love and chastises them for 
their sins (Heb. 12:5-8). But that 
chastisement is all in this world, 
not the next. 


On account of David's sin his 
baby died, and evidently because 
of his example his son, Amnon, 
ruined his own sister, Tamar. Am- 
non was murdered by another 
brother, Absalom, who was also 
David’s son, and then Absalom 
tried to take the kingdom away 
‘from David. Sin did not pay with 
David and it never pays anybody 
else. God whips His children for 
their sins, but thank God, He never 
does forsake them or allow their 
souls to be lost for whom Christ 
died and who trusted in Him. 

In fact, dear friend, if you have 
thus settled that your soul is kept 
safe by the power of God through 
the merits of Jesus Christ, you are 
prepared to serve Him as never be- 
fore. Love is a greater motive than 
fear. “Behold, what manner of 
love the Father hath bestowed up- 
on us, that we should be called the 
sons of God!” (I John 3:1). Oh, 
the depth of the riches of God. His 
salvation is everlasting, and one 
He has saved shall not come into 
condemnation, but is passed from 
death unto life!
